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On  August  1 5th,  1945,  a  momentous  event 
occurred  which  greatly  influenced  the  coming 
year's  activity  at  Victoria  College.  That  day, 
better  remembered  as  V-J  Day,  was  to  mark  the 
beginning  of  a  new!  era  in  the  history  of  the  Col- 
lege. The  thoughts  of  some  250  servicemen 
turned  from  the  business  of  war  to  that  of  fitting 
themselves  for  the  future  in  a  peaceful,  but 
highly  competitive,  world.  With  this  in  mind 
these  men  marched  through  the  welcoming  port- 
als of  the  College  to  begin  a  new  life,  as  differ- 
ent from  the  one  they  left  as  peace  from  war. 

Many  were  the  pessimists  who  gloomily 
claimed  that  the  government  was  wasting  the 
public's  money  in  sending  these  men  and  women 
back  to  school.  How  would  they  ever  settle  down 
to  work?  They  would  never  get  along  with  the 
younger  students!  They  viewed,  with  some 
justification,  the  problems  of  the  ex-serviceman 
who  has  to  wade  into  a  program  of  study  and 
concentration,  searching  back  in  his  mind  for 
data  acquired  two,  three,  five  and  even  ten  years 
before.  They  argued  that  these  soldier,  sailor, 
airmen  students  coming  from  as  many  as  six 
years  of  service  life,  in  which  their  next  move 
was  always  predetermined,  their  every  day 
planned  for  them  with  a  foregone  regularity,  had 
before  them  problems  never  before  faced  by  a 
university  student.  They  said  that  socially,  as 
well  as  academically,  the  veteran  would  find  it 
difficult  to  fit  into  the  complicated  pattern  of 
college  life.  But  what  are  these  vehement  pro- 
testers saying  now?  In  spite  of  their  pessimistic 
reasoning,  the  veterans  of  Victoria  College,  along 
with  those  of  universities  all  across  the  continent, 
can  look  with  pride  on  a  year  of  achievement, 
both  scholastic  and  athletic. 

In  academic  activity  the  student  veterans 
pulled  an  upset  at  Christmas  by  attaining  first 


and  second  standings  in  the  first  year  and  getting 
many  honorable  mentions  for  their  results  in 
both  years.  In  the  field  of  athletics,  veterans 
teamed  up  with  civilian  students  to  provide  the 
College  with  the  strongest  sport  aggregations  in 
the  history  of  the  Blue-and-Gold.  For  the  first 
time  since  the  early  thirties,  Victoria  College 
entered  a  senior  team  in  the  battle  for  the  cov- 
eted Barnard  Rugby  Cup.  The  team  came  within 
one  game  of  winning  this  award,  a  real  achieve- 
ment. Student  vets  also  played  a  large  part  on 
the  intermediate  rugby  and  the  basketball  teams. 
The  spirit  of  comradeship  developed  on  these 
teams  between  ex-servicemen  and  civilian  stu- 
dnts  has  proved  groundless  the  fears  of  clique 
friction. 

Early  in  the  fall  the  veterans  decided  to  form 
an  organization  which  they  named  the  Victoria 
College  Ex-Servicemen's  Association.  The  group 
was  not  formed  with  any  idea  of  isolation  from 
the  rest  of  the  student  body  or  with  any  thought 
of  splitting  into  two  parts  the  unified  student 
assemblage.  Rather,  it  was  to  act  on  a  petition 
to  increase  veterans'  allowances  for  both  mar- 
ried and  single  men.  In  addition  to  this  purpose 
the  association  conducted  an  inquiry  into  the 
situation  of  summer  employment  during  which 
time  the  College  veterans  do  not  receive  grants 
from  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Affairs. 

The  student  veterans  have  expressed  their 
appreciatoin  of  the  conscientious  guidance  they 
have  received  from  the  faculty  in  their  study  re- 
adjustment and  the  co-operation  and  welcome 
by  the  younger  civilian  students.  They  are 
happy  that  they  have  proved  worthy  of  the 
chance  for  more  education.  They  are  glad  that 
the  doubts  in  their  ability  have  proved  un- 
founded. 
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The  French  might  say,  with  idiomatic  subtlety,  "Le  journal  se 
publie." — "The  magazine  publishes  itself."  But  we  of  the  Annual 
Board  know  better,  because  this  year's  Craigdarroch  is  the  result  of 
the  unselfish  efforts  of  many  people.  In  addition  to  the  designated 
staff,  unofficial  typists,  "make-up"  experts,  journalists  and  photog- 
raphers have  also  given  invaluable  aid  in  its  publication. 

In  proportion  with  the  increase  in  numbers  of  staff,  students, 
activities  and  talents,  the  "Craigdarroch"  has  had  to  expand  in  size 
and  improve  in  quality.  - 

Although  it  would  be  impossible  to  mention  in  full  all  those  who 
have  had  a  hand  in  creating  this  magazine,  I  would  like  to  thank  in 
particular  Ray  Baines  for  his  excellent  literary  efforts;  Terry  Garner, 
Cliff  Flaherty  and  Syd  Glover  for  their  accomplishments  in  photog- 
raphy; Eric  Gee  and  Grace  Campbell,  for  their  capable  management 
of  business  transactions;  Audrey  Orchard  for  her  remarkable  artistic 
achievements;  George  Cumming  for  his  technical  assistance;  Miss 
Griffin  for  her  sincere  criticism  as  faculty  adviser;  the  council  and 
the  staff,  and,  in  short,  everyone,  for  their  much-appreciated  co- 
operation. 


I  sincerely  hope  this  issue  proves  to  be  a  lasting  and  satisfactory' 
souvenir  to  you  of  "Vic.

The  last  meeting  had  as  its  guest 
speaker  Sir  Robert  Holland,  who  spoke  on 
"  Russia."

This  trip  Mother  Nature  was  able  to  chalk  up 
to  her  credit  one  injured  nose,  as  well  as  one 
twisted  knee,  instead  of  the  mere  twisted  knee 
cf  the  first  trip.  Perhaps  next  time  they  won't  try 
tobogganing  down  perpendicular  slopes. 

In  spite  of  these  difficulties  both  trips  were  un- 
parallelled  successes.

To  the  rest  of  you,  whether  you  cross  the  water  to  our  parent  University 
or  return  again  to  Victoria  College,  may  yours  be  an  enjoyable  Summer 
Holiday  until  next  Fall.
